American Officers Captured. 


Washington, March 15.—The Ameri- 


can miKtary officers with the Russian 
army as observers are Colonel Ha- 
vard, medical corps; Major MacComb, 
artillery corps, and Captain Judson, 
artillery corps; and while the war de- 
partment is not positive, it is believed 
that the latter -two are the American 
officers referred to in the cable dis- 
patches as among the foreign observ- 
ers captured at Mukden. In all prob- 
abilities the observers will be accord- 
ed every courtesy by the Japanese 
commanders and given safe conduct 
to Tokyo. 


KUROPATKIN 


Will Soon Return to Russia and Give

President Brings Suit Against French 


Cable Company—How Paris 


Views the Action. 


Washington, March 15.—A dispatch 


from Minister Bowen at Caracas con- 
firms the report.as to the proceedings 
against the French Cable company by 
the 
Venezuelan 
government. Mr. 


Bowen said: "A suit has been begun 
by the Venezuelan government against 
the French Cable company to annul 
its concession and seize its property." 
The stafo department officials know 
(nothing of the merits of the case, but 
It as assumed that the action taken is 
similar to that in the case of the Ber- 
mudez Asphalt company, where the 
Venezuelan government declared that 
the company had forfeited its conces- 
sion by faihng to live up to its under- 
takings to exploit other resources of 
the country besides asphalt and to 
open certain rivers to navigation. No 
copy of the concession to the French 
Cable company is on file at the depart- 
ment, so that it is not possible to 
learn wherein the company has failed 
to meet the terms of the concession. 
The outcome of the case is looked for- 
ward to with some apprehension, for 
should the French government de- 
mand indemnity from Venezuela for 
its treatment of the cable company, 
its action might still further compli- 
cate the attempt to effect a settlement 
of the pending issue between 
the 


sate department and Venezuela re- 
specting ths seizure of the properties 
of the Bennudez Asphalt company. 


How Paris Views It 


Paris, March 15.—The reported ac- 


tion of President Castro of Venezuela 
teiative to the French Cable company 
has caused surprise and indignation in 
official circles here, where the belief 
prevails that the situation may be- 
come serious Jf President Castro has 
gone so far as reported. The foreign 
office received a cable dispatch from 
Caracas indicating that the situation 
5n regard to the cable company was 
strained, with the possibility that rad- 
ical action might be taken. The situ- 
ation is a delicate one, and the offi- 
cials are inclined to refrain from com- 
ment, not desiring to complicate the 
situation.

York World.) 


When ail just praise has been laV- 


iSfced upon the Japanese ior their mas- 
terly strategy, for their unfailing gen- 
eralship, for the jashingr spirit of their 
ran'k and file, it is primarily to the per- 
fect organization of their military es- 
tablishment, that they owe the unbrok- 
en series of successes. 
"They were thoroughly prepared for 
the war when it began; they have 
proved themselves prepared for every 
emergency as it arose. At every point 
the bureaus at Tokyo have kept step 
Tvith. the armies in Manchuria. They 
have shown themselves the Prussians 
of the East. 


It is a damning commentary upon^ 


Russia's system that, with the mili- 
tary traditions of a century, her army; 
and navy should have utterly collapsed 
under the attack's of an enemy that] 
had never fought a single great cam- 
paign. Russia's financial credit and 
numerical 
strength were vastly su- 


perior to Japan's. Her generals had 
been bred and drilled in the practical 
European school of war. By necessity 
she had taken on all the forms and ap- 
pearances of one of the world's first 
military powers. Her policy was one 
of steady expansion, and her neighbors 
were afraid and jealous of her. 


By contrast Japan was a small isl- 


and power. Her population was barely 
one-third of Russia's. 
Both in men 


and money she was the weaker. While 
lier soldiers were imbued with the 
fighting spirit, her army had no mili- 
tary traditions worth speaking of. The 
•war with China was a mere triumphal 
progress through foreign territory and 
the expedition to ttie relief of the Pek- 
ing legations a practice march. 


But from the day Russia, in collu- 


sion with Germany and France, tore 
ap the treaty 
of Shimonoseki. de- 


spoiled Japan of 1he fruits of victory. 


and thcu quietly appropriated them t< 
her own use, Japan has bent all he 
energies and talents to creaWng a mil 
Itary system and force that m 'point o 
science 
an defllciency 
should cqua 


any m the world. She sent her cadett. 
to the naval 
schools of the Unitec 


States and Great Britain. Her li°uten 
ants were instructed by the best Ger 
man tacticians and engineers. She has 
taken what suited her purposes where 
she found it, and adapted and perfect 
ed it to her own needs. Her fiel'l bos 
pital service and her sanitary provi 
sions are admitted to be far ahead of 
those of Europe and this country. In 
.such details as the use of the tele 
phone on the battlefield she has de 
veloped a new art. What she has done 
in fact, is to construct a complicated 
military .machine that works with the 
accuracy of a pocket timepiece wound 
up and set by unseen hands in Tokyo, 
Above all she has managed to accom- 
plish these wonders in barely ten 
years, after 
ihuge 
expenditures of 


money and brains, with economy and 
Without corruption. 


Russia's fatal weakness has been 


her over-weening pride of military 
power, which betrayed her into unpre 
paredness, and her political corruption, 
whiidh amounted to official treachery
